The Colors 
and Banners of 411 attending Commanderies were displayed in the church. Your Right 
Eninent Grand Commander brought the greetings of our Sir Knights. 


Two outstanding events are still scheduled: TEMPLAR NIGHT at POPS (Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, June 11, under the sponsorship of the Presiding Councils Club of Eastern 
Mass., and the 45th TRIENNIAL CONCLAVE OF THE GRAND ENCAMPMENT MssTIVG in New Orleans, 
Louisiana, Sept.21-25, 1952. These will conolude an active Templar year. 


Not until the closing of our fiscal year on August 31st when our Auditor ecmpletes 
his audit for the Templer yeer 195121952, will it be possible to accurately determine 
which Commanderies show net gains or losses. A Cammandery which has failed to hold 
even during an active year will have its worries in the event of less active periods.

The question has been asked many times: "What can the Patriotic Activities Committee 
sponsor outside of those suggestions in General Order 467" The following is some- 
thing thet has a very strong appeal at this time -- something that is being under- 
taken by The George Washington Masonic Bicentennial Commission, Alexandria, Va.: 


November 4, 1952 marks the 200th Anniversary of Washington's Initiation into his 
Masonic Lodge. The 200th anniversary of the initiation of George Washington by 
Fredericksburg, Virginia,Lodge No. 4 will be celebrated by Masonic Lodges throughmt 
the world in 1952 according to plans which are being made by a commission of the 
Grand Lodge of Virginia. The Virginia program, which it is hoped will be followed by 
all other Grand Lodges in the U.S., will be based on widespread publicity concerning 
Washington's connection with Masonry and the great part it played in forming his 
youthful character, to develop later into the traits which made him the great leader 
of the American colonies and still later in the establishment of the United States. 
The Commission points out the great need of bringing to the people of our country, 
especially the youth, those elements of Washington's character. It states: 


"In these days when old standards of conduct, honesty and reverence for God seem 

to have been laid aside by such a large proportion of our people, it is essential 
that emphasis be placed on the life of George Washington and the part his hane life, 
church and fraternity had in making him the great man he was. Washington's hane life 
showed him a lover of the fire-side; a danestic-minded householder, a man careful 
of his property, but generous with his servants, a devoted husband; a father whose 
loving kindness was no less in view of the fact that the relationship was not of 
blood; a man who loved the outdoors, the earth, the growing grain, the wild geme; 

a hospitable man who offered the best he had in the happiness that there were many 
who enjoyed breaking bread with him; a man to whom church and divine worship were a 
part of life. His home was a refuge ania haven of peace and joy; he left it with 
regret, he returned to it as a heaven on earth." 

"It is natural that a man who so loved his home,and whose religious feeling was so 
strong, should turn to the Masonio Lodge for its particular variety of spiritual 
strength, which, to many, comes from no other place. Washington frequently ex- 
pressed his love and veneration for Masonry and his lodge; many of his closest 
friends and associates, his generals and aides in the revolution were of the Anciert 
Craft, and his whole life of consecration and service to his fellowmen carried out 
the ideals which radiate from the Masonic Alter." 


November 4th, 1952 will see the climax of the bicentennial when the Grand Lodge of 
Virginia will meet in Fredericksturg in which city 200 years previaisly the youth ful 
Washington took upon himself the obligation of an Entered Apprentioe. The Bible which 
was used on that occasion will again rest upon the altar, Every Grand Lodge in the 
world will be invited to send representatives to this meeting. Similar meetings by 
other organizations associated with Mesonry such as the Shrine, Grotto, Veiled 
Prophets, Tall Ceders, Eastern Star, De Molay, Job's Daughters, Rainbow Girls, Nat- 
ional Sojourners and Netional League of Masonic Clubs will greatly increase the 

number of persons who will participate. 


With these facts in mind, Massachusetts Consistory will join with all the Valleys of 
the nation as well as with thousands of Masonic Lodges in this country end thr oughout 
the world in celebrating. The "George Washington Masonic Bicentemial Class" will be 
held October 24, 1952 at John Hancock Hall, featuring the Twentieth, or George 
Washington Degree. Each member is strongly urged to procure one ecndidate so that 
this Class will be truly representative of the name we will honor. Why not follow 
our Scottish Rite Brothers and sponsor George Washington Classes in our commander ies?
